Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited on the attached from PTO-892 and/or on the Information Disclosure Statement 
filed by the Applicant, is the most relevant prior art known, however, the invention of 
Claims 1-5 distinguishes over the prior art of record for the following reasons. 

In regards to the previously cited reference to Ueno (6,337, 762 - US) teaches 
an all optical switch comprising an input port with multiple light paths, a wave division 
unit, a plurality of optical elements configure to process Return to Zero light signals. 
However Ueno does not teach an attenuation unit for attenuating said second light 
signal inputted to said second nonlinear optical element below said first light signal 
inputted to said first nonlinear optical element; and a delay unit for causing said second 
light signal to be inputted to said second nonlinear optical element after said first light 
signal is inputted to said first nonlinear optical element in combination with the other 
limitations of Claim 1 . Further Ueno does not teach attenuation structures configure in 
relative locations with the optical elements and inputted signals as specified in Claim 1 . 

Thus, with no teaching from the prior art, and without the benefit of applicant's 
teachings, there is no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to combine/modify the 
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Art Unit: 2874 

prior art of record in a manner so as to create the claimed invention. Therefore Claim 1 
is considered allowable. Claim 2-5 depends on Claim 1 .
